POSTMASTER URGES 
CAUTION ¥© AVOID 
BEING DEFRAUDED 


BOSTON. March 16 . . . The 
Massachusetts 65 Health Insur¬ 
ance Association annom. ed to- 
and I day that it had paid out more 
I than four million dollars in mem¬ 


ber benefit’s since the plan began 
in November, 1962. 

According to Herbert S. Woods, 
general manager, “More than one 
out of every four Mass 65 mem¬ 
bers has received Mass 65 bene¬ 
fits to help pay for medical ex¬ 
penses. Nearly forty thousand 
Massachusetts residents age 65 
and over are now enrolled in 
Mass 65.” 

Mass 65 is currently accepting 
new applications for enrollment. 
Persons who enroll on or before 
March 31st can have their Mass 
Go coverage begin April 1st. Em¬ 
phasizing the April 1st enroll¬ 
ment, Woods explained that Mass 
65 offers two plans of health in¬ 
surance for persons age 65 and 
over. Plan 1, Major Medical 
ONLY, is designed to supplement 
other Basic Hospital - Surgical 
coverage many persons may al¬ 
ready hav.e. It is intended pri¬ 
marily to provide benefits for ma¬ 
jor accident or illness which is 
likely to be prolonged with ex¬ 
penses of unusually large amount. 

Plan 2, which Mass 65 makes 
available to persons who have no 
other basic health insurance cov¬ 
erage, provides a combination of 
basic hospital-surgical coverage 
with major medical coverage. 
Basic hospital-surgical coverage 
is primarily intended to provide 
benefits for accident and illness 
with expenses limited to hospital 
and surgical charges of moderate 
amount. Mass 65 does not offer

Mrs. Brady noted that one of 
the stiffest prison terms ever ad¬ 
ministered to a medical “con 
man” was given to Roy Wright 
DeWelles, of Pass Christian, 
Miss., who made an e'stimated 
$1.5 million padding a worthless 
“oxygen therapy” device known 
as Detoxncolon. DeWelles was ar¬ 
rested after sending out 10,000 
postal cards promoting the quack 
scheme. 

In another recent case at San 
Francisco, Edward H. Johnson, 
doing business as Comstock Land 
Company and E. II. Johnston 
Company, was sentenced to six 
months in prison, followed by four 
and one-half year probation, for 
mail fraud. Johnston was also

In 1963, hunters killed 8,654 
deer, an increase of 713 over the 
1962 kill in New Hampshire. Res¬ 
idents harvested 6,833 (of which 
241 were taken by minors), and 
nonresidents killed 1,795—a ratio 
of 79 percent to 21 percent. Two- 
hundred and two deer were taken 
in Pittsburg, making it once more 
the town with the highest kill. 
Dummer and Errol followed with 
147 and 114 respectively. The 
town with the highest kill per 
square mile was Dummer. Graf¬ 
ton was the county with the high¬ 
est kill, with 1,752 deer taken. 

A total of 153 bear was taken 
during 1963—91 males and 62 fe¬ 
males.' Resident hunters bagged 
136 of these, while nonresidents 
shot 14. One was killed by a car, 
one was struck by a train, and 
one was trapped by a conserva¬ 
tion officer.
